echool ib evident. All other de- 
nominations have their schools, 
Ash'and College was principally 
erected under the auspices of the 
German Baptist church, bat 
when the division came tbey 
voluntarily withdrew their pa- 
tronage and eupport, leaving it 
in the bends of the Progressive 
part of the church, with a debt 
of twenty thoncaod dollars to pay. 
Some report that Ashland Col- 
lage te dead, bat only by those 
who wieh it to, end woald glory 
to have their wiehee realised. 
Ashland College is not dead. It 
is true that the church division 
end financial embarrassment haa 
retarded its progress. The only 
wonder is that it survives at all. 
The fires ot Smithfield were in- 
tended to crash Protestantism in 
En rope, but from its smouldering 
ruins rose up new life and npon 
ttmt same 3 pot grandly sud 
notly towering toward the sky, 
etande the largest Bible publish- 
ing house in the Christian world. 
The blood of ' the martyrs is the 
eeed of the church. The mus- 
tard eeed grew into a tree, filling 
the earth. We mast not despise 
the dey of small things. 

Let as have faith and- do our 
duty, unite oar efforts end if we 
may not live to see that day our 
children will, when Ashland Col- 
lege will be a grand success. 

Nearly twenty thousand dollars 
have been secured, bat the 
shrinkage and interest will add 
several thousand more. Some 
churches and individuals have 
done nobly, others have as yet 
dene but little, or nothing.

Since the all absorbing topic 
of discussion at present is "Con- 
vention," we will venture a lew 
thoughts respecting its import- 
ance. Not, however, in the way of 
"spinning oil a programme," tor 
this we conceive to be the work 
of tbe committee and not of any 
one man. 

In view of the present status 
ot affairs, we think the necessity 
and importance of a national con- 
vention should be apparent to 
all. And why some of our breth- 
ren should proclaim it an-need- 
lol — since we already bave it — 
is a question. We think that 
since we have tbe "Elephant" on 
our bauds, we should make the 
most of it; t. *., do the very best 
we cau under the existing cir- 
cumstances. I believe with Bro. 
Bash or. that two or three gener- 
al evangelists, ought to be em- 
ployed and set apart for the gen- 
eral missionary field, and a gen- 
eral fund raised by tbe brother- 
hood, out of which they should 
be paid. The sue cess accruing 
from such a course would at 
once commend itself to every in- 
telligent mind. 

The states that most need 
evangelistic work are the least 
able to employ an evangelist. 
Take for example, the state of 
Illinois, which would be a good 
field tor mission work, yet, alone, 
it is unable to employ an evange- 
gelist, but is able and willing to 
pay something to a national mis- 
sionary food. Again, the idea of 
issuing pamphlets setting forth 
oar distinctive faith, as suggested 
by Bro. Basbor, Is a good one. 

It occurs to me that one argent 
need of oar general brotherhood 
is more harmony in its teachings. 
For example, here is a weak con- 
gregation that is laboring hard 
to gain a footing, and establish 
the gospel-ahme doctrint, and one 
of oar ministers comes along and 
preaches or advocates open com- 
munion and telle the people we 
are not opposed to our brethren 
holding membership with secret 
orders. In a few days another 
one comes aod preaches or advo- 
cates close communion and tells 
the people we are opposed to oar
